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GROUND COVERS 


Grass is the common ground cover. It is beautiful — when 
growing in a favorable location— and when given proper care. 
But, there are many places where it is either impossible or im- 
practical to grow grass. 


There are spots—under trees, for instance—where grass 
usually gives up in the fight for food, water and light. On steep 
bankings it is difficult to establish grass — and even more difficult 
to mow it. Where the soil is poor and dry, grass loses its beauty 
—or will not grow at all. There are places — among rocks for 
example — where a mower cannot reach. Sometimes circum- 
stances prevent giving grass the constant care it needs. 


Then, too, some people prefer other plants to grass — even in 
places where grass would grow. They choose those that will give 
them colorful flowers or foliage in summer—or perhaps ever- 
greens that make the winter landscape more attractive. 


Because of the increasing interest in ground covers we have 
prepared the following list to assist those who may be facing some 
of the problems we have mentioned. There are other plants 
that may be used as covers but we have selected those that we 
believe to be most attractive and practical. We believe you will 
find listed kinds adapted to all locations and conditions. 


We hope the following list will help you in selecting your 
ground covers. If you have any special problems, please let us 
know. We will be glad to discuss them with you. 


AEGOPODIUM podograria variegatum 
Silveredge Bishops Weed 
Here’s an old fashioned, vigorous perennial that grows about 
eight inches tall— thriving in good or poor soil in either sun 
or shade. It has silver-edged leaves and flat-topped clusters of 
tiny white flowers in June.

The leaves are interesting — 
five leaflets arranged like the fingers on your hand —and they 
remain on the plant until late in the season.
